A copy of German Foreign Minister Zimmerman’s in- 
structions to German Minister von Eckhardt in Mexico City 
is in the hands of President Wilson. 


Japan, through Mexican mediation, was to be urged to 
abandon her allies and join in an attack on the United 
Mexico, for her reward, was to receive general 
financial support from Germany which would enable her to 
reconquer her lost provinces of Texas, New Mexico and 
Arizona, and share in the victories and peace terms which 
Germany contemplated. 


The details were left to Von Eckhardt who by instruc- 
tions signed at Berlin January 19 was directed to propose 
an alliance with Mexico to Carranza, and suggest that 
Mexico seek to bring Japan into the plot. 


These instructions were transmitted to Von Eckhardt through Count 
von Bernstorff, German Ambassador at Washington, nowon his way to 
Berlin under safe conduct obtained by the country against which he was 

, Plotting war. 

Germany pictured to Mexico by broad intimation that England and 
the entente allies would be defeated by Germany and her allies—that she 
would be triumphant and would come into world domination through the 
instrument of unrestricted submarine warfare. 

The document has been in the hands of President Wilson ever since 
the day he broke off diplomatic relations with Germany.
